Speeches by Jadge Brunson and Others—The San 
Diegans Make an Exhibit and Give a 
Banquet—Qaick Trips Going and 
Com ing—A Fine Kotte. 


The Los Angeles excursionists to San 
Diego by the new short line returned home 
last night at 9 o’clock, having made the 
run between the two eities in just hve 
hours even, including eleven stops, as good 
time as Was ever made over a new road, 
and a feat which reflects creat credit on 
Conductor McCormick, who made up 24 
minutes on the schedule time. The train 
for the initial trip over the new line, con- 
sisting of three passenger coaches, a bag- 
gage car and General Manager McCool’s 
private car, left the First street depot at 9 
o’clock Saturday morning, with about 125 of 
the leading busines men and officials of the 
California Southern on board, together 
with representatives of the press, among 
whom were the following:

There was no delay in starting, and the 
run was made toSanta Ana with but few 
stops, passing through the following towns 
and proposed towns on the line: Ballona 
Junction Laguna, Rivera, Santa Fé 
Springs, Northam, ullerton, Anaheim and 
Orange. At Santa Ana there was quite a 
large crowd at the depot to greet the first 
train over the road, and shortly after. pass- 
ing this place the guests were informed that 
provision had been made for their enter- 
tainment, and they were invited into the 
baggage car, where liquid refreshments 
were dispensed ‘with an unsparing hand, a 
full supply naving, pase taken on board for 
the entire trip.

Be 
tween San Juan and Corderoare Ocean- 
side, a pretty place of about 800 inhabitants; 
Carisbad, which is rt coming into 
public notice on account of its mineral wa- 
ters, Escondido Junction, Stewarts, Leu- 
cadia, Encinitas and Del Mar,-one of the 
most attractive little towns on the whole 
line. At Oceanside a lunch had been pro- 
vided by Mr. L. A. Grant, of the firm of 
Grant Bros., the contracter who built the 
road, and a short stop was made at this 
place. After climbing the heavy grade at 
Cordero, fast time was made, and without 
turther incident the train arrived 
AT SAN DIEGO 

At about 2:20 o’clock, where a large 
crowd was at the depot to receive the visit- 
ors, who were at once taken up to the 
Horton House by the reception committee 
to lunch. 
were escorted to the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce on Third and D streets, where 
the formal reception took place. The 
rooms have been newly fitted up, and were 
handsomely decorated with flowers and ey- 
ergreens, and over the speakers’ stand was 
a large banner with the inscription, “San 


Diego Greets Her Neighbors.” A very in- 
teresting feature just introduced, 
but which it is intended to 
make permanent, was a fine 


display of the agricultural and horticultural 
products of San Diegocounty. There were 
exhibits of fruits, grapes, vegetables and 
cereals from the Escondido Valley, Otay 
and Tia Jhana, San Jacinto and San Mar- 
cos, which impressed the visitors very.ta-

Col. G. G. Bradt, 
who was president of the day, then called 
the meeting to order and spoke as follows: 
COL. BRADT’S ADDRESS. 

“Fellow Citilens and Members of the 
Chamber of Commerce: We are honored 
bere today by the presence of many busi- 
ness men and citizens of the city of Los An- 
gelesand vicinity. ‘The occasion for a 
friendly visit of this kind seems opportune, 
and our thanks are due to the foresight and 
tireless energy of the railroad company that 
has thisday opened up anew short route be- 
tween the sister cities of Southern Califor- 
nia, and inaugurated a visit of our neigh- 
bors from the queen city to the young giant 
on the southern bay. We are glad and 
proud that you of our neighboring cities and 
towns have done us the honor to visit us, 
and have thus given us the opportunity to 
express our pleasure at meeting you with 
exchange of friendly greeting. o all of 
you we extend the hospitality of the city, 
and bid you a cordial and heartfelt wel- 
come. e welcome you most cordially, and 
sincerely hope that your visit may be a 
pleasant one.”

marks tendered the visitors the freedom of 
the city of San Diego. 

Eugene Germain, president of the Los 
Angeles Board of Trade, responded on be- 
half of the visitors, and also spoke at some 
length on the advantages to both cities 
from the completion of the new road, from 
a commercial point of view. 

Col. Bradt then introduced Judge Anson 
prasnen of Los Angeles, who spoke as fol- 
ows: 

JUDGE BRUNSON’S SPEECH. 

“Mr. Chairman, fellow-citizens, especially 
my fellow-citizens of San Diego, you have 
taken me at a great disadvantage. Mr. 
Germain, my friend, got hold of the San 
Diego Union when we got to Oceanside, 
and I had to let him hold it until he got 
through with his trembling before I found 
Il was down for one of the speakers. 

‘“] labor under another disadvantage. We 
had rather a convivial crowd coming down, 
and | think it safe to say that 1 was about 
the only one who was a reformed drunkard 
in the crowd, and found myseif without 
vices enough to be social. So that lam 
here without preparation. I have seen the 
time when I could talk and grin and doa 
te many things that I cannot do now. 

utold age is guileless, they 1 find 
arent inclined somewhat to talk, not of 
what I see around me, but of what I used 
to know. 

“Nineteen years ago this summer I was 
invited by Judge Morrison, then the Dis- 
trict Judge of this district, to accompany 
him to San Diego, where he was going to 
hold court. In our party were some two or 
three members of the Los Angeles bar. 
They got upon the steamer somewhere up 
the st by a little tugboat, which put 
them aboard, and after a part of a day and 
night we found ourselves at anchor about 
re a.mile from shore in the bay of San 


iego. 

“Edo not remember many of the circum- 
stances occurring upon that trip, but I do 
remember that in addition to our crowd of 
lawyers from San Diego there was ene gen- 
tleman that I particularly remember, and [ 
remember him from his apparel. About all 
that he had on was a tin can, about as large 
as my sleeve, filled with maps called Hor- 
ton’s addition to San Diego. This was Mr. 
Horton. When we came toanchor here 
they let us over the side of the steamer 
in a little boat, and we got into it, and after 
we came ashore the whole steamer-load 
took a four-horse coach. As to the man 
that we saw, | suppose that he took one of 
the maps out of the box and put. it under 
him, and another of the maps over him, and 
camped upon the site of the beautiful city 
of San Diego, 

“We took the four-horse stage and went to 
San Diego proper. We got tired of the sea 
and took a wagon, and after two days and 
one Ks we reached the City of the An- 
gels. remember somewhat of my experi- 
ence Om that trip. About midnight, or 1 
o'clock at night, the stage stopped ata 
place called San Juan Capistrano. They 
were testing the products of that country 
at the time, and for safety to the American 

of the population, they had got an old 
a in there and given him a glass of 
uor. 

He had taken it about four hours before 
we got there, and died about three minutes 
before the arrival of the stage. 1 am told 
that San Juan Capistrano has_ improved 
somewhat in that form; caming down today 
my friends told me that it was on record 
that lastspring aman imbibed one drink 
of his hospitality and lived 10 days. 

“Passing from San Juan, abont ake 7 
we atrived at the city of Santa Ana, .The 
city was then composed of a house, about 
8x10, a store inside, and postoflice and 
watering trough. The watering trough 
was the principal part of the place, and was 
patronized mofe than the postoffice. 

“Today, at 9 o’clock this morning, hem 
alded by the lightning, we left Los An- 
geles, and a short time after 12 o’clock we 
found ourselves enjoying your hospitality 
in the midst of an active, energetic, lively 
and clean city by the sea, with a population 
of 20,000 inhabitants, and inviting the com- 
merce of the Orient to the commodious 
waters of your land-locked harbor. 

‘*] remember some other things in connec- 
tion with the long ago, and that was, at 
that time there was existing a spirit of ani- 
mosity, a spirit of jealousy anda spirit of 
envy between the two locations. Not quite 
so great as exists between Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. ‘ 

“Here last fall there was a vacancy in one 
of the pulpits. One of the clergymen had 
died. Looking around over the country for 
his successor, they founda smooth, intélli- 
gent, clean-looking man, andthey called 
him to the position. Being a week with 
him and enjoying his hospitality, they 
thought hima nice man. On Sunday they 
went to church, the preacher took his seat, 
and, after some prelude by the orchestra 
and the grand entry had taken place, the 
preacher said: ‘Brothers and sisters, I 
greet you this morning, and I have selected 
for my text a verse fromthe writings of the 
great St. Paul.’ Just as be said that, every 
man, woman and child in the church got 
up and ieft. They would not hear him 
preach until he got an expurged edition of 
the Bible. The rivalry between Los An- 
geles and San Diego was not quite so great 
as that, but I will give you an instance, 
illustrating the spirit of the two places. 

“About fifteen years ago I was about to 
take the steamer to attend a term of the 
court, when my old friend Manning, peace 
be to his ashes, he is now gathered to his 
fathers, cam® up to me, and, in a jocular 
spirit, handed me a 5-cent-piece. e said: 
‘When you get toSan Diego, see my friend 
Horton, buy two or three corner lots, and 
bring me back the 1 undertook 
the mission, and, I am frank to confess, 
when I was looking into the old man’s eye, 
I wished I had stayed athome, But 1 teld 
him what my mission was. He said: 
‘Will you kindly take the 5-cent-piece back 
to Gen. Manning, and tell him that I rec- 
ommend that he gets a bucket of salt-water, 
and takes it aboard of his little steamer, 
and pour it upon the bar when he attempts 
to get out of the harbor of San Pearo.’ 

“Fellow-citizens, since that time corner 
lots have been going up in San Diego, and 
the bar has been going down in San Pedro, 

oday 1 am told that my old friend Hor- 
ton, through his sagacity and foresight, has 
accumulated much of this world’s goods, 
and I rejoice with him that he is now re- 
leased from the curse of labor, and can 
hereafter sit under his own vine and fig 
tree and revel in esthetic luxury. While 
he has been doing that there have been 
men and brains at work at San Pedro, Let 
me say to you, I’m not going todraw any 
comparison between the two places, but 
money and brains have deepened that so 
that while the old man sits here in the 
shade of his home, enjoying the luxuries 
of other climes, there ships are coming in 
and discharging at the harbor of San 
Pedro, and today it is a generous rival and 
a foeman worthy of the steel of any of the 
competitive points in regard to business on 
the Pacific Coast, 

“We have noticed your prosperity. We 
often see our papers calling you as the city 
of ‘Bay’nclimate.’ But Ll’ wish to address 
myself to the guests who came with me 
upon the train. 

“Look around, and when you go home 
again, if they ask what the resources of 
San Diego are, tell them that we have not 
enly a harbor and fish, but say that the 
earth is full of her productions, oo all that 
it requires is the gentle tickling of the 

low, and it brings forth its fruits and its 
Rowena in abundance and perfection. 

“Now, fellow-citizens, 1 notice in the 
Union that | was exvected to speak of the 
relations of the two cities of Angeles 
and San Diego. I simply undertake to say 
to you now, that | voice the opinion and the 
sentiment of the people, of every man who 
composes our excursion today. I believe 
that they are awake to the intelligence of 
the people of Los Angeles, and that we, as 
a city, and as a people, rejoice in your pros- 
perity, and hope that you may live to gather 

e continual harvest of sheaves filled with 


it. 
“Fifteen years ago, in front of the Horton 
Hotel, the band came up and gave usa lit- 
tle serenade, and they asked me to makea 


speech. 1 was a public speakerthen. I’ 


have since quit that. I remember at that 
time, as | was here, l expressed this opin- 
ion, . Said I; ‘Fellow-citizens of San Diego, 
I say to you that Los Angeles has buried 
hatchet.’ I 


say to you fellow-citi- | are 


zens, the hatchet is buried, the handle is 


rotted off, the railread is completed, and as 
one people, united, we are striving for a 


common destiny, and that is the triumph of 


California. 


“I have studied somewhat in our statutes 
the relation of parent and child, servant 
and master, euardian and ward, husband 
and wife, and feel tolerubly familiar with 
them. I simply say that there is no other 
State in the Union that extends the same 
right to the wife that the husband possesses 
in regard to the property. There is no 
other State in the Union that brings her up 
onalevel with man as Ualifornia does. 
Therefore, I say to you, after a 
careful examination, that I have come to 
the conclusion that the relation existing pve- 
tween the city of Los Angeles and San 
Diego is the relation of husband and wife, 
and ‘as God has joined together let no 
man put asunder.’ One other thought in 
connection with this relation, this marital 
relation, and that is, coming down today 
we passed threugh Anaheim, Santa Ana, 
Orange, Oceanside, Curisbad and Del Mar, 
and I came to the conclusion that this sec- 
tion had produced just as hardy children 
and aslively as can be fonnd anywhere. 
The prosperity of all is aseured, with a 
unity of purpose, a unity of action and 
brotherly love. There is no reason why 
that should not exist. We are enjoyin 
your hospitality, and thank you for it, an 
you must come and see us in return. Our 
doors are open, the latch-string is out, and 
we are prepared to receive you with as 
many cheers and as much welcome as the 
warm-hearted people of San Diego have ex- 
tended to us today.”’ 

Judge Brunson’s speech was received 
with applause, and when order was re 
Judge M. A. Luce of San Diego was intro- 
duced, who spoke as follows: 

JUDGE LUCE’S SPEECH. 

“After listening to Judge Brunson’s un- 
prepared speech, 1 feel as though my pre- 
pared one had better be omitted. We have 
been in the habit of listening to Judge 
Brunson, and we always succeed in getting 
something good, unprepared or not. But 
he has succeeded this time in doing some 
thing that is more than usual. He bas per- 
formed the marri ceremony. I never 
knew him to do it before, that is for other 

arties. Now, there is the bride and the 

ridegroom. I do not know which 1s the 
bride nor which is the groom. I notice that 
the Mayor of New York takes the responsi- 
bility of kissing the bride every time he 
performs the ceremony, and New York 
fixes the fashion for the United States. It 
would be well if we could distinguish the 
rson to whom the kiss should be given, 
ut the Mayor of this city having spoken, 
and the Mayor of Angeles not being 
here, 1 suspect that that part of the cere- 
mony will have to be omitted, but if there 
isanything of the kind necessary to be 
done, I shall not hesitate to perform that 
part of the ceremony myself. 

“We receive with the greatest pleasure 
the kind words given by Mr. Germain and 
also by Judge Branson, There is no mis- 
taking the tide of things, and that warmth 
of heart, and the natural conditions of 
affairs leave these two cities to be friends, 
necessarily friends, There has been an 
erroneous opinion prevailing threughout 
Southern California, as wellas in the rest 
of the State, and that is, that there cannot 
be two large cities grow and be maintained 
in Southern California. Now, a moment’s 
investigation of this will show this error. 
When you remember that the area of 
Southern California is more than equal 
that of the great State of New York or the 
State of Lilinois; and when you remember 
that the population has inc more 
within the last three years, at least with 
more rapidity and with a greater percent- 
age than any other portion of the United 
States; and when you remember, also, that 
that territory has added to it not only land 
but a commercial line of ocean steamers, 
you can see that there is an ee 
certainly for two cities. it comprises, alse, 
and adjacent and contiguous to these two 
cities, the Territory of Arizona and South- 
ern Nevada and Southern Utah, and So- 
nora in Mexico, and Lower California, that 
are subservient, or will be subservient to 
these two cities, under all the circum- 
stances and possible conditions of the 
future, 

‘You will remember, also, you must re- 
member, that San Diego county itself has 
an area of 14,900 and some.odd square miles, 
more than twice the area of the good State 
of New Jersey. Now, I donot want to be 
disrespectful to New Jersey, a glorious 
State. Ithasa population today of over 
1,500,000. While conceding that San Diege 
has a seaport, yet those who have investi- 

ated the question, those who have exam- 
ned and gone over the ground, and have 
been over the county and have seen its ca- 
pacities, know full well that what I say is 
true, that there are more good agricultural 
acres in the county of San Diego than in 
the State of New Jersey, and there is no 
doubt about it. 

“And when yeu take into consideration, 
also, that, with its varied products, New 
Jersey does not have, and never will have, 
the climate that attracts so much interest 
to this place and to this section of the 
country, you can see that the city of Sa 
Diego, even if confined t the borders of the 
county of San Diego, and to Lower Cali- 
fornia and Sonora; has plenty of territory 
to furnish for the capital and enterprises of 
all who may flock to its berdersand be 
within its city. You can very certainly see 
that the territory adjacent to Los Angeles 
is much richer and much more populous; 
that now there is no question that there is 
plenty of territory, plenty of men of enter- 
prise and of capital to settle here, and that 
neither will interfere with the future de- 
velopment and welfare of the other. 

“But it is more than that. You cannot. 
remain apart. You have got to live to- 
gether. The particular conditions of the 
intercourse existing now between you is 
such that you must be friends. 
not husband and wife, you must be broth- 
ers and sisters at least. You must exist to- 
gether. 

“In traveling through the East, I learned 
that the constant growth and development 
of this territory has aroused the jealousy of 
the people of the East. For the last two or 
three moaths 1 have been East, and in al- 
most every city the newspapers have said 
everything ner could against Southern 
California. In Minneapolis, where 1 was 
for several days, articles -” ared in the 
newspapers about Southern California, tak- 
ing in the cities of Southern California, 
mentioned by name, without any discrim- 
ination whatever. As I arrived in Port- 
land, an article in the paper, nearly a whole 
column, appeared, detailing the condition 
of Southern California. The ‘boom’ did 
not travel north. Idid not see any ‘boom’ 
until I struck Los Angeles. The fact was 
that Los Angeles was the liveliest city in 
the United States. No traveler within the 


last two or three months has been able to: 


find a city showing the thrift and progress 
that Los Angeles does. San iego is 
soeene only to Los Angeles in regard to 
this. 

“Now, the proaperay of Southern Cali- 
fornia is necessagily what we must con- 
tend for. Its development takes capital, 
takes the wealth of these different cities; 
it takes also the friendly capital that may 
be brought into Southern California from 
other places, as we}jl as the enterprise and 
energy ot the pedple, of the citizens of 
these two cities. 

‘The tradespeople, the merchants of Los 
Angeles, their manufactories, their fruit- 
growers, the merchants of San Diego, its 
commercial importers, commission men 
whatever they may be, have a great field 
for their work, without necessarily inter- 
fering with each other in any respect. Ifa 
disaster should occur to either Les Angeles 
or San Diego, whatever the disaster migut 
be to either of these two cities, the other 
city would suffer almost as much as the one 
that received the disaster. I[f a conflagra- 
tion were to burn up the city of San Diego, 
Los Angeles would be a sufferer almost as 
much as San Diego. It would wipe out of 
existence a large amount of capital neees- 
sary for San Diego. It would throw back- 
ward for years the progress of Southern 
California, and no disaster can happen to 
either of these two places that certainly 
would not visit the other. Our interests 
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upon each other. We must assist each 


other in that development. 

“The building of this railroad, this line— 
this short line from Los Angeles to San 
lhnego—is, in my opinion, the beginning of 
better times than the people of these cities 
have seen, One thing is apparent at once, 
and that that Los Angeles will receive 
great benefit from it. Ido not pretend to 
say, for 1 have not been in Los Angeles, 
but 1 will prophesy, if it has not already oc- 
curred, that lumber and coal and many 
other articles that they import, 1 will say 
all ocean imports, within the next six 
months, will be reduced in value 
enormously, On the other hand, her ex- 
ports will be increased; wine, grapes 
raisins and fruits of different kinds, and 
especially fruits that we use constantly 
here, that are not shipped, will be increased 
in value, as opportunities for shipping 
them off are opened. ‘The values of im- 
ports will be reduced, and the values of ex- 
ports increased. It will add millions to the 
city of Los Angeles, and also it will add to 
San Diego. We will get the benefits of im- 
perts. We will get manufactories, now that 
we do not manufacture ourselves. We will 
have an opportunity of having competing 
points in regard to articles that can be man- 
ufactured in Los Angeles as well asin San 
Diego. It has a large yee Lower 
California is at our feet. Ithas been con- 
sidered as a desert and dreary country. 
You will find, and Judge Brunson will aiso 
if he lives 10 years longer, a great develop- 


~ -fhent in Lower Califernia, unless some dis- 


aster or revolution, or some Mexican affair 
takes place that I cannot see: he will see a 

ater development and building up in 

wer California than has occurred in San 
Diego county in the same length of” time. 
i believe that this is true, and I believe that 
those who have seen the development of 
this county can see the same. Thus it 
seems to me that we are welded together in 
common interests; that we are twin sisters; 
we that are brothers, and that in case o 
prosperity we will rejoice together, and in 
case of adversity we will sympathize with 
each other. Our future cannot help, with 
these associations, to be of great advantage 
to ourselves and glory to the United 
States.” 

General Manager McCool, of the Cali- 
fornia Central, was the next speaker, and 
when he was introduced to the audience 
was received with a round of applause. 
Mr. McCool spoke as fullows: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, 1 do not know 
that I have anything to say that is worth 
adding to the remarks already made, ex- 
cept to thank you all once again for the 
glorious reception you have given our Los 
Angeles visitors here today. My idea in 
inviting them down here to be our quests 
over Sunday was to see if we could not get 
the people of the two places more intimate 
than they have bee, 
~ “The speaker before me has spoken of the 
jealousy that has existed between the two 
cities. 1 have only been here on the Pacific 
Coast a short time, but it struck measa 
strange thing, and one for which there was 
no ground; but on the contrary it seemed 
to me that there was every reason why the 
interest should be icentical, and why we 
should pull together, instead of against 
each other, and I hope that the building of 
our line of road between these two cities 
will helpto bring this about. 

“Up tothe present time we have not been 
able to make much use ot the glorious har- 
bor of San Diego, on avcount of the length 
of line and heavy grades, but both have 
been removed, and I think now that we are 
in condition to compete with San Pedro. I 
“have been told by some of our friends in 

Los Angeles that I was making a great busi- 
ness mistake if 1 attempted to transfer any 
business to Sar Di od that Los An- 
geies was very jefious of her interest. We 
are willing to e these chances. Il be- 
lieve that the business men of the Pacific 
Coast are about like those of the East: and 
I think that the business man of Los An- 
geles will welcome us as a competitor to 
San Pedro, to which they have been wedded 
for a great many years. 

“When I suggested moving our offices to 
Los Angeles, so as to have a general freight 
agent’s office there, | thought it was for 
your interest to do that. I am still of the 
same opinion. Nothing is further from the 
wish of our company than that we. should 
do anything that would be detrimental to 
your interest. Your interest is our own 
and we will watch it as much as yoursel 
would do. 

“A few resolutions were made by the San 
Diego Chamber ef Commerce that San Di- 
ego be puton the same footing with Los 
Angeles. lam very giad to say here today 
that that will be done from this time forth. 
All our main-line trains for the East will 
start from San Diego, and will go by way 
of Los Angeles. 

‘Thanking you again for your kindly re- 
ception, 1 will say good by.’ 

OTHER SPEECHES. 
At the conclusion of Mr. McCool’s re- 
marks Col, Bradt stated that as the Mayor 
' of Los Angeles was not present and he no- 
ticed an ex-mayor of that city in the audi- 
ence, he would call on bim for a speech. 
He referred to ex-Mayor E. F. Spence, and 
invited that gentleman to come upon the 
platform, but he declined, and after a brief 
address, expressive of the good will enter- 
tained by the ple of Los Angeles for 
San Diego, called on President John F. 
Humpbreys for a speech, and in response to 
loud and repeated calis Mr. Humphreys 
caine forward aua addressed the meeting. 

Col. Silver, treasurer of the California 
Southern and California Central Railways, 
convulsed the audience by his statement 
that he was the only man who had prepared 
a speech for the glorious occasion, but that 
he could not present it because Judge Brun- 
son had stolen itand gotin ahead of him. 
He then called attention tothe great work 
which the Santa Fé people had been doing 
for Southern California, and closed his re- 
marks in the midst of loud applause. 

Mr. Lyons of the Oakland Board of Trade 


spoke of the remarkable energy and activ-| Li 


itv he had noticed among the people of San 


Diego, and wished that some of the South-, 


ern California vim could be fted upon 
the decaying stock of Oakland enterprise. 
Col. Markbam of Pasadena made some 


very happy remarks, and George W. Mar- 
ston of San Diego spoke for the merchants 
of that city4in extending the right hand of 
good fellowship tovheir northern neighbors. 

H, L. Story made some extremely happy 
remarks, and: bade the 
del Coronado. 

DOING THE TOWN. 

At the conclusion of the speech-making 
the visitors were taken in carriages over 
the city, after which they were driven to 
the Coronado Beach Motor Railroad depot, 
where a special train was in waiting to con- 
vey them to the great Hetel del Coronado, 
where they were to spend the night. This 
railroad is a comparatively new thing for 
San Diego, of which but little has been 
said. It extends around the peniusula, and 
is about 18 miles long, carrying passengers 
almost up to the door of the great hotel, by 
common consent the most magniffcent sea- 
side resort in the United States, if not on 
the globe, so far as elegant appointments 
and natural advantages go. Aftera de- 
lightful ride the visitors arrived at the 
hotel, where they were received by Messrs. 
Babeock and Story, the manage and, 
after a short rest, were taken in;to dinner, 
and everything was done to make them feel 
athome. At night there was a grand hop, 
at which were a large number of San 
Diego people who came over to do honor to 
tneir guests. Dancing kept up until 12 
o’clock, when the tired tourists retired to 
their couches, well satisfied with the 
cordial reception they had received at the 
hands of the warm-hearted San Diegans, 
and the princely hospitality of mine hosts 
of the Coronado.

A Sail on the Bay—National City—The 
Sweetwater Dam. 

After a good night’s rest and breakfast, 
the Los Angeles tourists bade farewell to 
the Coronado, and took the motor road for 
the ferry, and were casried across the bay 
to the Santa Fé wharf, where the new 
steamer Manuel Dublan of the Interna- 
tional line, was in waiting to take them 
over the bay. The steamer first proceeded 
to the entrance of the harbor, after which 
she turned round and proceeded toward 
National City, affording a fine view of San 
Diego, Coronado Beach and National City. 
Arriving at the latter placa about 12 
o'clock, the visitors were met b 
members of the Reception Comm 
tee and escorted over to the National City 
and Otay motor railroad, where cars were 
waiting to convey them to the great Sweet- 
water dam, by means of which this city 
now hasan ample and never-failing water 
supply, with pressure sufficient to force 
water w the highest aititudes, A pleasant 
ride of 15 or 20 minutes, through a beauti- 


ful country, brouglri thé Visitors to the dam, 
which, by the way, is the largest in the 
United States, and stands seventeenth on 
the list of structures of the kind in the 
world, It is certainly 


A MARVEL OF ENGINEERING SKILI, 


-and is justly considered one of the show 


places of Southern California. The dam is 
76 feet long at the base and 396 feet at the 
top by 46 feet wide at the base and 120n 
top. The height is 90 feet froin bed rock 
and the reservoir covers 700 acres, having a 
capacity of 6,000,000,000 gallons. It is built 
of solid granite and cement, 18,000 barrels 
of the latter article being used in its con-. 
struction, and the whole work being of the 
most solid and substantial character, the 
total cost of which was $250,000. After in- 
specting the dam the return trip was com- 
menced. On the way, however, a short 
= was made at the Chula Vista tract, 
which is supplied by water also from the 
Sweetwater dam. “This is a fine tract of 
about 5000 acres, laid out in five-acre lots, 
and no houses are allowed to be erected to 
cost less than $2000. The houses are located 
along the road, and present a haudsome ap- 
pearance. The olive orchards of Frank 
Kimball are also on the line of this road, 
and appeared to be in a thriving condition. 
No further stops were made, and the party 
roceeded to the St. James Hotel, where 
unch had been prepared.

‘THE CHARTER. 


CONCLUSION OF THE ‘SYNOPSIS 
OF THE NEW INSTRUMENT. 


Regulations: for the Educational, 
Library, Police, Fire, Health and 
Park Departments of the City 
Government--Street Improvements 
—Water and Water Rights. 


Article 7 is devoted to 
THE EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT, 

and proyides that its government shall be 
vested in a board of education, the mem- 
bers of which shall serve without salary. 
The board is to choose its own officers and 
employ a city school superintendent, a 
deputy superintendent, a clerk, teachers, 
janitorgand such other labor as it may re- 
quire. The board holds all school property 
in fee and is empowered to make all im- 
provements required for schools, and to de- 
termine annually the amount of money re- 
quired to carry on the schools. The board 
is to submit to the City Council meeting on 
the 15th of July each year the estimate of 
the whole amount of money to be received 
from the State and county and the amount 
required from the city for the above pur- 
poses, and the City Council shall in each 
year fix the percentage of taxes to be levied 
and collected for school purposes, provided 
that the amount to be thus levied for school 

urposes shal? not exceed 20 cents on each 

100 valuation upon the assessment roll, 
and that when collected it shalibe paid into 
the school fund, 

The board is further to manage all 
finances of the department. It is further 
empowered in its discretion to establish 
kindergarten schools for the instruction of 
chitdren_ between the ages of 5 and 6 years, 
and industrial and manual training schools 
or departments. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Sec. 72. All contracts for buildings shall 
be given to the lowest bidder therefor, offer- 
ing adequate security, to be determined by 
the board after due public notice, published 
for not less than.10 days in the official news- 
paper of the city. Itshall be the duty of the 
board to furnish all necessary supplies for 
the public schools. All supplies, books, sta- 
fuel, printing, goods, material, mer- 
chandise, repairing and every other article 
and thisg supplied to or done for the public 
schools, or any of them, when the expendi- 
ture to be incurred on account of such mat- 
ter may exceed $500, shall be done or far- 
nished by contract let to the lowest bidder 
after like public advertisement; provided, 
that the Board of Education may reject any 
and all bids under this section. 

Sec. 73. Any member of the Board of 
Education, officer, or other person officially 
connected with the school department, or 
drawing a salary from the Board of Educa- 
tion, who, while connected or drawing such 
salary, upon investigation by the Board of 
Education shall be found to be interested, 
either directly or indirectly in, or to have 
gained any advantage or benefit from, any 
contract, bee my under wnich have been 
or are to be made in whole or in part from 
moneys derived from the school fund, or 
raised by taxation or otherwise for the su 
port of the public schools, shall forfeit his 
office, and the Board of Education shall 
thereupon declare such office vacant. 

Sec. 74. The Board of Education shall, 
betore the 30th day of June of each year, fix 
a schedule of salaries for teachers and em- 
ployés of the school department, to take 
effect on the 1st day of July following, and 
to remain in force during one year. 

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec. 75. The Superintendent,. with the 
approval of the Board of Education, may, 
for good and sufficient cause, provisionally 
suspend any teacher employed in the public 
schools of the city, until the next meeting 
of the Board of Education. It shall be the 
duty of the Superintendent to report to the 
Board of Education annually, and at such 
other times as it may require, all matters 
pertaining to the expenditures, income and 
condition and progress of the public se¢hools 
of said city during the preceding year, 
with such recommendations as he may deem 
proper ; to visit each school at least once a 
month, to observe and cause to be observed 
such general rules for the regulation, govern- 
ment, and instruction of the schools as may 
be established by the board; to recommend 
to the board the dismissal of teachers, stating 
the reasons therefor; to attend all sessions 
of the board, and inform it at each session 


| of the condition of the public schools, school 


houses, school fund, and other matters con- 
nected therewith, and recommend such 


| measures as he may deem necesssry for the 


advancement of education in the city; and 
to acquaint himself with all the laws, rales 
and regulations governing the public schools 
in said city, and the judicial decisions 
thereon, and give advice connected with 
public schovis, xratuitously, to officers, 
teachers, pupils, and their parents and 
guardians, 

Sec. 76. The school fund shall consist of 
all moneys received from the State school 
fund and county school fund, and of all 
moneys arising from taxes which shall be 
levied annually by the a Council of the 
city for school purposes; of all moneys aris- 
ing from the salé, rent or exchange of any 
of the school property, and of such other 
moneys as may, from any source whatever, 
be paid into any school fund. The 
school fund shall be separate and dis- 
tinct from all other moneys, and shall only 
be used for school purposes under the pro- 
visions of this charter. If, at the end of 
any fiscal year, any surplus remains in the 
schoolfund, such surplus money shall be 
carried forward to the school fund for the 
next fiscal year, and shall not be, for any 
pees whatever, diverted or withdrawn 

om said fund, except under the provisions 
gection Tl ifies the legiti 

‘ction 77 specifies the legitimate purposes 
for which school moneys may be expended. 

Sec. 78. All demands autherized by this 
article shall be paid by the City Treasurer 
from the school fund; provided that the 
said board shall not have power to contract 
any debts or liabilities, in any form what- 
soever, against the said city, in contraven- 
tion of this article, or exceeding in any year 
the income and revenue provided for the 
school fund for such year;: but this provis- 
ion shall not be construed to prevent the 
incurring of indebtedness for permanent 
improvements to be liquidated by the pro- 
ceeds of municipal bonds issued by the city 
of Los Angeles in accordance with the gen- 
eral laws of the State for the purpose of 
defraying the costof such permanent im- 
provements. 

Sections 79 and 80 direct the apportion- 
ment of county moneys to the city school 
fund in propurtion to the number of schol- 
ars, etc. 

THE LIBRARY. 

Article 8 establishes the public library 
and vestgits control ina board of five di- 
rectors appointed by the Mayor and ap- 
proved by the Council, to hold office two 
years. lt provides for a tax sufficient to 
maintain said library, not exceeding 5 cents 
on each $100 of valuation, No indebtedness 
exceeding the amount of the annual levy 
for this purpose shall be ineurred in any 
one year; provided, this limitation shall not 
be construed to prevent the incurfing of in- 
debtedness for permanent improvements to 
be liquidated by the proceeds of wunicipal 
bonds issued by the city of Los Angeles in 
accordance with tie general laws of the 
State for the purpose of defraying the cost 
of such improvements. 

Sections 85 and 86 fix the powers and du- 
ties of the board of directors. 

Sec. 87. The library and reading-room 
shall be forever free to the use of the in- 
habitants of the city, and persons sojourn- 
ing therein, always subject to such reason- 
able rules and regulations as the Board of 
Directors may adopt, and said board ma 
exclude from the use of said library an 
reading-room any and all persons who shall 
wiltully violate such rules, and said board 
may extend the privileges and use of such 
library and reading-room to persons resid- 
ing outside the a upon such terms and 
conditions a3 said board may from ‘time to 
time, by its regulations prescribe. 

Section 88 provides that donations may be 
received and held in trust by tha board of 
directors for the benefit of the Public Li- 
brary, and the board is further entitled to 
hold real property, ana the city of Los An- 
geles may in its discretion, by ordinance, 
set apart and order to be conveyed ta 
said board as such special trustees any 
of the real property of the city not other- 
wise appropriated. 

Sec. 90. The .City Council shall have 
power to pass orGinances imposing suitable 
penalties for the punishment of persons 
committing injury upon such library, or the 


nds or the property thereof, and for in 
ury 
onging to such library. 

POLICE. 

Article 9 is devoted to the police de- 
partment. 

Section 91. The Mayer and four citizens, 
to be appointed by the Council (not more 
than two of whom shall be members of the 
same political party, and who shall serve 
without compensation), shall constitute the 
Board of Police Commissioners of the city. 

Sec, 92. The Police Commissioners shall 
meet at least once a week. 

Sec. 93. The Police Department shall 
consist of the Chief of Police and as many 
subordinate officers and regular and special 

licemen and detective officers as the 

ouncil shall by ordinance determine. All 
appointments and removals in the force 
shall be made by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

Sec. 04. The salary of the whole force, 
except the salary of the Chief of Police, 
herein elsewhere provided for, shall be fixed 
by the Council by ordinanes. 

Sec. 95. The Police Commissioners shall 
preseribe the rules and regulations for the 
government of the police force, and fix and 
enforce the penalties for their violation. 

Sec. 96. The Board ot Police Commission- 
ers, the Chief of Police and other officers 
and empioyés Shall have such further pow- 
ers and be subject to such further duties as 
may be granted or imposed by ordinance. 

POLICE COURTS. 

Article 10. Sec. 97. The judicial power 
of the ciiy shall be vested in a police court. 

Sec. 98. Each of the Police Judges may 
hold such court, and there .may be as many 
sessions ot the Police Court held at one 
time as there are police judges. 

Sec. 99. The Police Judges shall have the 
powers of examining magistrates and may 
commit offenders for trial in the proper 


court. 

Sec. 100. The Police Court shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the criminal ——- 
ings fora violation of any city ordinance, 
and of all civil actions and proceedin 
arising out of a violation of such ordi- 
nances, and for the collection of any license 
required by any ordinance, except such ac- 
tions and proceedings as fall within the 
jurisdiction of other courts under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of this State. 

Sec. 101. The Police Court shall also have 
exclusive jurisdiction of the following pub- 
lic offences commi within the city (ex- 
cept when prosecuted by indictment or in- 
formation): 1, petit larceny; 2, assault 
and hattery ; 3, breaches of the peace, riot, 
committing wilful injury to property, and 
all misdemeanors punishable by fine or by 
~ ae in the County Jail, or by 

; 4, proceedings respecting vagrants, 
lewd or disorderly persons. 

Sec. 102. The clerks of said court shall 
remain at their respective courtrooms dur- 
ing business hours, and for such reasonable 
time thereafter as may be necessary for the 
discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 103. All fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures collected by said Police Court shall be 
the ey of the city, and shali be im- 
mediately aeposited with the City Treasurer 
for the use of said city. 

Sec. 104. The city shall furnish the neces- 
Sary dockets, and all blanks and other 
books and papers and stationary necessary 
in the transaction of the business of the 
said Police Court. A complete record of 
all cases shall be entered in the docket of 
said court. Separate dockets shall be kept 
for the civi! and criminal! business. 

Sec. 105. The said court shall have a seal, 
which shall be furnished by the city. 

Sec. 106. The Police Court shall always 
be open for the trans-ction of business, ex- 
cept on Sundays and other legal holidays. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Article 11. Section 107. The Mayor and 
four citizens, to be appointed by the Coun- 
cil, not more than two of whom shall be 
members of the same political party, and 
who shall serve without compensation, 
shall constitute the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners of the city. 

Sec. 108. The Fire Commissioners shall 
meet at least once a week. 

Sec. 109. The fire department shal! con- 
sist of aclief engineer and as many sub- 
ordinate oflicers, firemen and employés as 
the Council may, by ordinance, trom time 
to time determine to be necessary. Al! ap- 
pot teiand removals in the de 
ment shail Be’made bythe Board of Fire 
Commissioners. 

See. 110. The salary of all officers and 
employés of the fire department shall be 
fixed by ordinance. 

Sec. 111. Tne Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners shall prescribe the rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the depart- 
ment, and fix and enforce the penalties for 
their violation. 

Sec. 112. Tne Board of Fire Commission- 
ers and the Chief Engineer and other offi-. 
cers and emplovés, shall have such other 
powers and perform such other duties as 
may be granted or imposed by ondinance. 

PARK DEPARTMENT. 

Article 12. Sec. 115. All lands and real 
property located in the city of Los Angeles, 
which have been heretofore, or which may 
be hereafter set apart or dedicated fur the 
use of the public, as a public park or parks,

The Schemes Buckley's Lambs are 
Kndeavoring to. Work.

A QUESTION\ FQH FARMEKs- 
FEED OR FERTILIZE. 


Some Interesting California Wine 
Figures—Hints on Stable Manage- 
ment—Milking and Feeding at the 
Same Time—Notes. 


One of the leading questions affect- 
ing the fruit industry of California 
just now is how the grape-growers are 
to secure a fair price for ther grapes. 
J. Ii. Wheeler, the Chief Executive 
Viticultural and Health Officer, has is- 
sued instructions to inspectors of the 
Board of State Viticultural Commis- 
sioh, in which he says that in view of 
the present outlook for a large crop of 
witie grapes in the coming vintage, 
many wine-makers have been induced 
to hurry their wines into the market at 
ridiculously low prices, causing a com- 
parative stagnation to the industry in 
many wine-producing sections. This, 
augmented by the evil effects of exag- 
gerated estimates of the expected crop of 
have greatly demoralized our grape- 
growers, who follow the example of 
wine-makers, and are already offering 
grapes at prices which will not suffice 
to pay morethan one-half of the ex- 
pense of cultivating the vineyard. 

Mr. Wheeler says that correct Con- 
gressional legislation must be our ulti- 
mate redemption. Meantime vineyard- 
isis in each different séction are called 
upon to unite in their separate associa- 
tions in an endeavor to so diminish the 
production of wine in the approaching 
vintage 41s to insure paying prices for 
the grapes. 


Feed or Fertilizer? 
American Cultivator. 

There is under my care a large pas- 
ture lot which is in a sadly run-down 
condition. In one corner is a fine 
grove, at either end a running spring 
stream, and a few shade trees scat- 
tered about. The land has a favorable 
exposur®and could be easily worked if 
that was desired. But I don’t want to 
cultivate it. Itis just the place fora 
——— pasture, and that is what it 

s wanted for. It would be an excel- 
lent pasture now, but it lacks grass. 
Au examination shows enough of sev- 
eral good grasses well scattered over 
the field to fully stock it if they could 
only be induced to thrive and spread. 


There is white clover and sweet vernal, 


and what I call blue joint, or Virginia 
blue grass (Poa compressa), and some 
of the festucas, all in fair quantity for 
a start. But as a whole, the field does 
not now support one cow well, where it 
ought to carry five. 

he question how to restore this old 
pasture, while continuing to use it as 
such, has been fully canvassed, and I 
have decided what to try. It evidently 
needs an addition to its supply, and 
mainly its surface supply, of plant 
food. For years its fertilizing ele- 
ments have n carried off day by 
day, in the form of flesh and milk, and 
nothing returned. My judgment is 
that this is not a case of one-sided ex- 
haustion, but of general A

ail desired results, but it would be ex- 
pensive. I think I have an equally 
effective and more economical plan. 
Something must be bought to do this 
work, and instead of buying fertilizers 
I shall buy feed. The field will be 
over-stocked with cows, nearly twice 
as_Many as it can keep in good order 
on pasturage alone, and to these a few 
sheep will be added. All these: ani- 
mals will be kept on the pasture, night 
and day, the cows milked there, and 
all will be fed a good ration of grain, 
till taken to winter quarters. I shall 
feed liberally of cotton-seed meal and 
wheat bran, or sometimes middlings. 
I would be glad to use the cotton-seed 
meal alone, but dare not, in the 
quantities I want touse. But durin 
most of the season equal weights of 
cotton seed and bran can be safely 
used, and the rest of the time equal 
‘parts of the three feeding stuffs named. 
his has been written asif all in the 
future, but really the course of treat- 


' ment, for pasture and cattle, has been 


already begun, and I have full faith in 
the satisfactory result. The mixture 
costs just about 1 cent a pound as fed, 
and it is used at the rate of five pounds 
per day for every cow weighing 1000 
pounds, other animals in proportion. 
According to the numerous excellent 
tables prepared for our guidance in 
such matters, the manurial value of 
the mixture is nearly $17 aton. That 
is, with chemical fertilizers at their 
present market rates, the plant food 
contained in one ton each of cotton- 
seed meai, wheat bran and middlings 
is worth just about $50 if applied 
directly tothe land. Fed to animals, 
as described, at least four-fifths of -its 
manurial value reaches the land. Then 
the pasture gets $40 worth of manure, 
very well distributed, for every $60 
worth (three tons) of the feed used, 
This is stated in a theoretical way. 
But it is not mere theory; it is fact. 
The facts are scientifically (which 
means truthfully) obtained for us at 
our experimental stations, and we can 
depend upon them. The difference 
between the cost of this grain food and 
the value of the manure from it is $20 
for every three tons, or three pounds 
foracent. I must get about 2 cents 
in food value daily for ae | cow fed, 
and as the result of this feeding, in 
order to cover the deficit. But it is 
plain enough that the grain-feeding 
gives a much better return than this, 
80 there is actual profit in the opera- 
tion, quite independent of the better- 
ment of the pasture. . 
Nitrogen and phosphoric acid are the 
two elements of fertility which. are 
thus especially returned to the land in 


what (regard as a safe, sure, econom- 
we manner.

methods, extending over a number of 
years, gee observation of the re- 
sults, Lam® satisfied that the second 
as great advantages over the first. 
Che most important thing in rearin 
calves is regularity in treatment, an 
especially in feeding. When calves are 
turned out for ths summer, great irreg- 
ularity often results. Frequently their 
pasture is at some distance from the 
homestead, and they receive little at- 
tention. At times the feed will be 
abundant, and at other times scarce. 
Too often thereis insufficient protec- 
tion from sun and storm. If near by, 
and milk is fed, the usual way is to 
pour it into a trough, and the most ir- 
regular and injurious feeding results. 
There is too much milk one day and 
too little the next; now it happens to be 
sweet, now it is sour, often loppered; 
always the calves must fight for it, and 
the smallest and youngest, which need 
it the most, get the least. Excessive 
sun heat and annoyance from flies re- 
tard growth, and have a bad effect ata 
critical period in the life of the calf. 
On the contrary, if calves are kept up 
during their first summer, all these ob- 
ectionable features can be avoided. 
here is more labor involved, but it can 
be arranged so as to come into the reg- 
ular chores, and not be very burden- 
some, even in the busiest time. But if 
a good deal of labor is thus expended, 
it is of a kind that “‘pays.” The care 
of the calf makes or ruins the cow. If 
stabled and always at hand, the feed- 
ing and exercise can be regulated, and 
the animals kept clean, quiet, comfort- 
able, and in a uniformly thrifty condi- 
tion. Milk should certainly be con- 
tinued, in moderate quantity, as long 
as possible. When this cannot be sup- 
plied, give ground oats or barley and 
wheat bran. Mainly dry forage cer- 
tainly has a better effcct in regulating 
and developing the digestive apparatus 
ot the calf, during the first year of its 
re than wholly green and succulent 


Milking and Feeding. 

At a late English dairy conference a 
speaker made some apt remarks on this 
subject, from which we extract the foi- 
lowing: I have often met men who say 
they can milk and feed atthe same 
time, and I have often seen milking 
cows looking like fat beasts. But this, 
to my mind, proves nothing, because 
before the statement can be accurate it 
is necessary to know whether in milk- 
ing all the milk has been taken from 
them, and this is the point that is 
nearly always overlooked. A milker 
will say he has got all the milk from 
the cow that he can get, but let him 
be ever so good a milker, there is 
always some left in the miJk veins that 
requires a little time to flow into the 
bag, and this little that is left will con- 
tain 50 per cent. of fat, and on this 
fat depends the quality of your milk 
and the condition of yourcow. Some 
years ago I could always keep my 
milking cows in meng | condition 
while they were milking, but one un- 
lucky day I took into my confidence an 
analyst, and from that day to this my 
cows have deposited the fat in the 
bucket instead of on their backs. And 
with this condition of having the an- 
alyst behind me, I find it practically 
impossible to feed and milk at the 
same time withoutsuch an expenditure 
of artificial food as to render the ex- 
pense unjustifiable. So that the proper 
course to adopt seems to resolve itself 
into this, to feed for milking in the 
first we is, with foods that 
give the proper proportion of albumin- 
ous compounds to carbohydrates of 
non-albuminous, and are essentially 
milk producers—and when the yield of 
milk of any cow falis o the point fixed 
upon as the cost of feeding, then either 
sell her as she is or at once commence 
to feed her; and to find out when the 
cows have arrived at this point, it is 
necessary to have the milk of each in- 
dividual cow accurately weighed at 
least once a week. The expense and 
trouble of doing this is trifling as com-

California Wine Figures. 

Arpad Haraszthy, president of the 
California State Boar 
Commissioners, estimates that there 
are now 150,000 acres planted to vines 
in California, valued at $45,000,000, 
with improvements necessary to carry 
on the business of the value of $20.- 
000,000, making a total of $65,000,000 
invested in viticulture. Previous to 
the creation of the State Board of 


Viticulture the total capital invested |. 


in this industry amounted to but $14,- 
500,000. This shows arm increase of 
$50,500,000 during the last eight years. 
The consumption of Califernia wines 
and brandies during the past year 
umounted to about $5,500,000, a large 

rtion of which was exported. r. 

laraszthy predicts thatat the end of 
the next three years the products of 
the vines in the State will be as fol- 
lows: 1,500,000 boxes raisius at #2, 
$3,000,000; 40,000 tons table grapes at 
$30, $1,200,000; 50,000,000 gallons wine 
at 20 cents, $10,000,000; 1,500,000 gallons 
tax-paid brandy at $1.40, $2,000,000; 
total $16,300,000. 

During the year 1887 the prices paid 
for grapes varied from $30 to $7 per 
ton. He finds that California wines 
are fast gaining an enviable reputation 
with the wine-drinkers of other coun- 
tries. From 1875 to 1887 the sea ex- 
ports to foreign ports increased from 
22.461 gallons, valued at $22,652, to 
258,248 gallons, of the value of $193,- 
372. Mexico is the greatest consumer 
of California wines, and next in order 
comes Europe, Central America and 
uring the same periods 
exports to New York. by sea increased 
from 464,706 gallons, valued at $283.,-

Hints on Stable Management. 

Pure air is as essential to the blood 
as sound food is to the sustenance of 
the body. Consumed air is vitiated 
air, the volume of oxygen is reduced, 
carbonic acid is in excess. The stable 
is tull of organic impurities given off 
by the skin and the lungs. Ventilation 
is found in all well-regulated stables, 
are unknown, or ought 

Good grooming is demanded under 
stable management, and in fast work. 
The brush, as a rule, should follow the 
direction of the hair, except when dirt 
and sweat are caked into the coat; then 
you require to go against the lie of the 
coat—the set of thecoat. Good groom- 
ing shortens the coat, gives a gloss and 
develops physical force. 

Horses fed largely on other foods de- 
mund less hay, but hay is useful in dis- 
tending the stomach, and thus assist- 
ing digestion. From six to fourteen 

pounds daily; the average use is ten 
proven in many stables. To maintain 

unting or racing condition, old hay is 
essential. 

Clover, vetches and trifolium are lax- 
ative and cooling, and excellent for the 
invalid horse or the youngster. They 
should be given sparingly at the early 
part of the season. Green forage 
should never be given to horses in fast 
work, except on Saturday nights. 

The horse may be trusted to guage 
his thirst, except on occasions of ex- 
treme exertion. That horses are the 
better for being watered. before being 
fed is an admitted tact with all veter- 


inary surgeons. Colic and gripes are

The olive tree belongs to the jasmine 
family, with evergreen foliage and 
blossoms in clusters. it can be prop- 
agated in many ways, but the hest 
way is by planting the seeds. This 
method is rarely followed in this coun- 
try, however, as it grows readily from 
the cuttings, and will bear in eight or 
ten years. From this time forward, 
the yield increasas with the growth of 
the tree, which, in favorable soils, 
grows to immense size. There are 
many olive trees standing in European 
countries today which are over 1000 
years old, and still bear fruit. Some 
varieties root very easily, like the Pico- 
line, but it is worthless, except for 
grafting stock. The Mission and 
other desirable varieties do not root 
very easily, and require careful treat- 
ment.

The Railroad in Politics. 


Independent Alameda Republicans 
are much disgusted at the fiat which 
has gone forth from the Southern Pa- 
cific Company that Henry Vrooman is 
to be returned to the State Senate. 
Of course, a decision of that sort from 
the railroad company is equivalent to 
an election. The fact that Vreoman is 
characterized by the respectable citi- 
zens of Alameda county as a profes- 
sioual briber and corruptionist has, of 
course, no weight with that corpora- 
tion. Such s are all the more ac- 
ceptable to them. 

It is no exaggeration to say that de- 
cent Republicans in California are 
most heartily sick and weary of rail- 
road influence in politics. It is a 
standing outrage and a menace to free 
government. The majority of the citi- 
zens of this State have no prejucice 
against railroads—they recognize fully 
the benefits conferred by railroad lines 
upon the sections which they traverse— 
but they do not believe in a railroad 
company manipulating votes and pur- 
chasing legislators and demoralizing 
the political conscience of the State. 
It has got so far that one of the first 
questions asked when a nomination is 
made by either party in California is: 
How will it suit the railroad company ? 
The nefarious influence of this corpora- 
tion is felt in every branch of our State 
politics. A glaring example of this 
was furnished by the ‘recent conven- 
tion at Sacramento, which came as 
near as it dared to disgracing the State 
which it represented. The San Fran- 
cisco Post very accurately expresses 
the sentiment of independent Republi- 
cans on this subject when it says: 


The del on that the company sent 
will prove the last straw in its relation to 
the party. lt will be a long time before 
California Republicans forget the ridicule 
they were subjected to by the men who 
were sent to misrepresent them at Chicago.

Itis eneugh that this had been 
determined on by the railroad leaders, and 
that railroad influence was used to manip- 
ulate the convention. The delegation that 
the railroad company got together did, 
moreoyer, do the og 4 in this State nearl 
as greata wrong as the one contempla 
It insulted the greatest leader of the party 
by the manner in which it expressed its be- 
lief in bis untruthfulness, and made the 
name of Califernia odious to the National 


Convention and the great mass of the 
party. 


The Southern Pacific Company has 
gone far enough in its political am- 
bition. If it is wise, it will now calla 
halt. The American people are very 
patient and long-suffering, but there 
comes a time when patience ceases to 
be a virtue, and that time has arrived. 
Let the railroad company be satisfied 
with the enormous profits of its le,iti- 
mate business and not seek to further 
swell its coffers by unlawful means, 
and at the same time defeat the will of 
the people at the ballot. Otherwise, a 
day of reckoning will come, when it 
will find that money-bags entrenched 
behind purchased legislation, cannot 
withstand the justly-aroused wrath, of 
a free people.

British Sympathy with Cleveland. 


Here is a very cautious and conserv- 
ative, but at the same time highly sig- 
nificant,item from a Nova Scotia paper, 
the Halifax Herald. It is significant as 
showing how earnestly the Canadians 
desire to see Cleveland elected.

Matters Coming Before Senate and 
House During the Week.

Prof. James's Discourse Men 
Only” Yesterday. 

Four well-dressed young men sang re- 
ligious quartettes in Main street, opposite 
the Operahouse, yesterday afternoon. ‘They 
sang not loudly but very well. When it 
was 4 o'clock they stopped singing and in- 
vited the assembled crowd to join them in 
the hall, Opera-house block, where the 
regular Sunday afternoon meeting of the 
Sen I Men’s Christian Association was to 


eld. 

Inside the hall were about two hundred 
respectable-looking men, young, middle- 
aged and old, gathered to hear a “Plein 
talk tomen only by Prof. G. W. James,” 
An orchestra of eight pisces faced the 
audience, 

Secretary Mead of the Assoc‘ation, who 
plays the flute in the orchestra, a pleasant- 
aced man witha square jaw, opened the 
meeting by giving outa number of gospel 
songs which were followed by an elabora‘e 
orchestral selection. After prayer and a 
selection by the quartette, in which the baas 
was remarkably sweet, Prof. James was 
introduced. He wore a full beard anda 
high-cut clerical coat. 

‘he Professor is a doctor as well as a 
clergyman, and handled his subject of 
“Sociei Purity” from various standpoints, 
physical and moral. Hedenied Bob inger- 
sull’s statement that various parts of the 
Bible are unfit for reading in these ~~ 
and maintained that every word of the in- 
— book had its lesson and its moral 

e maintained that the doctrine that 
chastity is not good for unmarried man is 
“a damnable tie conceived for devils by 
devils.” He scouted the dual standard of 
virtue for men and women, and said if he 
had a daughter he “would puta bullet in 
the impure suitor for her hand’’—unless he 
had repented. 

The speaker evidently was orthodox on 
the subject of hell and the personality of 
the devil, as he repeatedly consigned thither 
the different subjects of his discourse, giv- 
ing an especially hot co.mer to. adulterers 
and another to cigarettes and ali kinds of 
tobacco. He teaced with much vehemence 
the course of the misguided youth from his 
first cigarette to his removal piecemeal 
from the hospital to the grave. He was 
frequently applauded. 

After giving the common infractions 
against “social purtiy,” he passed to some 
details of a highly special kind, of which it 
is to be hoped his audience had been pro- 
foundly ignorant. He enlightened them, 
however, as much as could be desired. 

His panacea, after the grace of God. is the 
avoidance of flesh meat. He himself lived 
without it for nine years, and he thinks a 
vegetable diet a great help to self-control. 
Ai the same téme he admits that his self- 
contre! over his temper is not as great as it 
might be, and his language corroborates his 
statement. His reply to a “racy anecdote’”’ 
isto hit him between the eyes. 

On concluding Prof. James read an oath 
of purity in five sections which he had 
printed on a card for 5 cents each. Also, he 
would take subscribers for four numbers of 
his paper at 25 cents eacn. After a bene- 
diction most of the audience went out, but 
many remained to subscribe for the paper 
or buy the card.

FRESNO IN FLAMES. 


The City Visited, by Another 
Great Fire. 


The Disaster Caused by an Organized 
Gang of Burglars, 


Who Ply Their Calling During the 
General Confusion. 


Property V@lwed at $150,000 Destroyed — Severat 
Serious Casualties—List ef Losses and In- 
surap ce—Incendiaries Seen in the 

Act of Causing the Fire.

FRESNO, Aug. i2.—[By the Associated 
Press.} This morning, about 1 o’clock, as 
Charles F. Riggs, manager of the opera- 
house, was returning home, and when he 
turned the corner of K and Mariposa 
streets, he smelled something burning. He 
went to a smali frame building on K street, 
thinking that he saw a light there. Just as 
he reached the window flames burst from a 
floor as if oil had been poured over it and 
set on fire. The burst of flames was almost 
like an explosion, and Riggs at the same 
instant saw two men fully dressed rush 
from the building. They uttered no cry of 
fire and were evidently responsible for the 
awfui conflagration which followed, 

Riggs ran w the corner of Mariposa street 
and cried “Fire!” A man by the name of 
Powell crashed through the glass window 
of the second story and fell into the flames, 
Riggs sprang into the burning timbers and 
picked the man up. 

THB FIRE SPREAD 
with incredible rapidity, and in five min- 
utes the whole of the biock was a mass of 
seething’ flames. Oi! had been used every- 
where in the rear of the block where the 
fire could catch it. The fire department re- 
sponded quickly, bnt nothing could stay the 
flames. Men who went into the second- 
story of the block were compelled to run, 
A negro named Fruitt was badly burned in- 
ternally, by inhaling flames, while in 
Judge Dixon’s law office trying to save 
private papers. He was not in the building 
tive minutes, yet the flames caught him. 

The fire soon crossed the street to the 
magnificent brick block on the south side 
of Mariposa and K streets, owned by Ol- 
cease & Garibaldi of Merced, which was en- 
tirely destroyed. 

‘The loss to Fresno business men is at 
least $150,000,

‘The fire was undoubtedly the work of a 
gang of men who had been burglar ing 
houses in the city.

FACTS FOR THIRD-PARTY MEN. 


An Open Letter to the Prohibition 
Uandidate for Vice-President. 
[fowa State Register.) 

Des Moines, July 2). 

Dr. Johbm A. Brooks: There appears 
in some of your reported speeches some 
things that appear to me to be unfair 
to those Prohibitionists who do not 
look at this question as youdo, You 
have much tosay of ‘“‘conscience votes”’ 
and “men of conscience,” and such 
phrases, in which you assert that the 
Prohibitionists who do not agree 
with your wild goose. third-party 
movement are not acting accord- 
ing to their conscientious convictions. 
As you and I are co-workers in the 
same church and acting together 
religiously, it is a query to me when 
you became the keeper of the con- 
sciences of your brethren. You do 
yourself g gross injustice, as well as 
others, en you assume any such 
position, for certainly where there are 
five Prohibitionists who will not vote 
your ticket for every one that will, it 
comes with poor grace for one to 
charge the tive with acting hypo- 
critically in their decision. Now, 
have, as you well know, been a Pro- 
hibitionist all my life, and it is not say- 
ing anything in an egotistic sense if I 
say I have done as much for the cause 
of prohibition as you have. You have 
been in Missouri for many years, where 
the Democratic party has been in a 
large majority, and you have beena 
member of that party, and what 
have you done that party, 
or with your third party, to get 
Absolutely nothing. I 

ave been in Lowa and a member of 
the Republican party and worked in 
that line, and with what result? We 
have one of the best probibitory laws 
in lowa that has ever n made, and 
it is as well enforced as any other law. 
I have followed no ignis fatuus of third 
_impracticability. You have. 

ow, what isthe result? My State is 
prohibitory; yours is not; and yet, for- 
sooth, because I cannot conscientiously 
follow your method that has proved a 
failure, and abandon my own that has 
proved a success, [ am to be accounted 
as lacking in conscience. “Did you ever 
think, my brother, that it is possible 
you are mistaken, and that the beam 
may be in thine own eye? 

Again, we have 150,000 Prohibition- 
ists in lowa. Of that number 149,000 
will vote for the Republican ticket and 
1000 for your third-party ticket. Allow 
me to suggest that it is possible that 
the 149 may be as wise and honest as 
the one. It is true one may be wiser 
than 149, but it 1s not v good taste 
nor very good morals for the one to say 
that he is the only honest one.

where we have jurisdiction, and leave 
the matter to the States, and on this 
eye they won.

def: ated and whisky entrenched for a 
generation. But as heis on the com- 
mon ground in favor of local govern- 
ment on the matter by the States,while 
adopting the general principle of tem- 
perance in all ways, or rather on anti- 
saloon ground, he will be elected and 
the great temperance reform will move 
on. Why cannot you be as wise as the 
old Abolitionists who supported Fre- 
mont and Lincoln on a less radical 
platform than they deemed exactly 
ee You may talk of conscience and 
fall that, but conscience without com- 
mon sense is only fanaticism in a Re- 
public like ours. It troubles my con- 
science to think that the only obstacle in 
the way of ultimate prohibition is the 
utter impracticaity of those who 
blindly put out a hopeless third party 
ticket to stop the progress of events to 
that end. Besides your party is not 
acting on a high moral plan. You 
confess that the Democratic party is 
opposed to prohibition and that you in- 
tend to oppose it after you have beaten 
the Republican party. When, m 
good brother, did you adopt the princi- 
ple, we will do evil that g may 
come? You will te the devil in 
wer that you may fight him. Verily, 
ff that is conscience, | am thankful 1 
have none of that kind. 

I will not burden you with the many 
inconsistencies of your opposition to 
the Republican party. cause the 
Republican party say that rather than 
break down the -protective tariff sys- 
tem they would in a contingency re- 
pes the tax on liquors, you abuse 
bem, or rather your spokesmen do 
and call them the ‘free whisky party,’ 
when in the very platform on which 
you stana there is a declaration in 
favor of the unconditional and imme- 
diate repeal of that tax.

Panis, Aug. 12.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| While Gen. Boulanger was 
driving in an open carriage at St, Jean 
d’Argely today, Prof. Perrin of the Lycee 
fired five shots at bim from a revolver.

Ratapan, a friend of the General, rushed 
forward and managed to turn the weapon 
aside. The result was that Ratapan him- 
self received a bullet in the back of the 
head, but the wound is not serious, Two 
peasants were also wounded.

CHAMBERLAIN'S REPLY. 


The Attempted Compromise on the 
Irish Question. 

LonvoN, Aug. 12.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Preas.] Chamberlain’s reply to Par- 
nell’s recent letter is published this morn- 
ing. Chamberlain says: “I understood that 
Parnell denied that O’Shea had any author- 
ity to represent his views, and that he repu- 
diated all responsibility for the scheme for 
a national council submitted to me by 
O’Shea.” 

Chamberlain proceeds to state that the 
scheme attributed to Parnell, appended to 
this letter, was the subject of consultation 
with O’Shea from the end of November, 
1884. Hesays: “It was brought to me in 
writing by O’Shea, on January 18, 1885. 
Parnell’s letters prove his authorship, and 
also that O’Shea was the confidential expo- 
nent of his views at the time, These points, 
however, are now disputed in Parnell’s let- 
ter to the Times. The correspondence also 
corroborates Parnell’s statement that he 


did not intend the proposal as a substitute 
for an Irish Parliament.”’ 

Chamberlain then says: “I understood 
that the proposal was offered as an accepta- 
ble settlement, though I felt that no state- 
ment, even by Parnell, could hind the Irish 
people in the future, ana though I believe 
then as now that a large and safe extension 
of local government would remove ail prac- 
tical grievances. The whole subject was 
fully discussed with my colleagues, and 
was not finally rejected till May 9, 1888, 
when the new government was formed. I 
tried to learn whether Parnell adhered to 
his proposals. In the middie of July 
O’Shea informed me that in view 
of the altered state of affairs, and 
Lord Carnavon’s speech, Parneli doubted 
the policy of encumbering the 
Irish question with a larger extension of 
local government to Ireland than to Eng- 
land. The question of a renewal of the 
Crimes Act was discussed sumultaneously 
with the foregoing. Inthe spring of 1885 
O’Shea brought me eli’s revised 
Coercion Act of 1882. Parnell had no seri- 
objection to clauses four and five, the 
first being altered by the transfer to clause 
of the definition of offences, excluding, 
however, treason and felony.” 

Chamberiain says: 
versations 1 told O’Shea that I was of the 
opinion that no government could dispense 
wi some provision against boycotting 
and intimidation. I understood that if 
the act was limited to a year Parnell would 
consent to more stringent provisions than if 
extended to three years, [ therefore pressed 
this limitation strongly upon other members 
of the Government. may say that neither 
at this time nor subsequently has it a 
peared tome that there was anythin in 
these communications of which Parnell has 
cause to ashamed. I believed that he 
was sincerely anxious to see an end of the 
agitation that has so long distracted Eng- 
land. It was with this object that I under- 
stood him to propose a compromise between 
the views of the Separatist party and the 
existing system, and I readily accepted the 
statements made of his attitude as entirely 
consistent with what I knew of it myself,and 
especially with his offer to Gladstone after 
the Phcenix Park murder to retire from 
Parliament and abandon politics. I have 
always entertained the conviction that one 
of the most serious difficulties in the gov- 
ernment of Ireland has been the isolation 
of the castle and want of confidential inter- 
change of opinion between the Parnellites 
and the Government, and I must express 
my great — that this difficulty has 
been rather increased than diminished by 
the experience of myself and others who 
have in recent years endeavored to over- 
come it.” 


VOLCANO VILOTIMS. 


Graphic Account of the Terrible 
Fruption in Japan. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—/[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamer City of Syd- 
ney, which arrived this evening from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama, brings through the 
Japan journals particulars of the volcanic 
eruption of Bandai-San on the 15th of 
July. 

The details of the catastrophe come in 
somewhat disconnected form. The Choya 
Shimbren dispatched a special reporter to 
the scene. According to his account: the 
villagers around Bandai-San heard strange 
rumbling sounds and felt shocks of earth- 
quake from the 13th. These phenomena 
continued intermittently for two days and 
nights, but not being attended by any 
serious result, no great disquietude was 
felt. On the morning of the 15th, at about 
8 o’clock, the smaller Kandai-San trembled, 
and there was aroar as though a hundred 
thunderstorms were combined. Almost 
immediately afterward ashes began to fall. 
The sky suddenly grew dark, and rumbling 
sounds continued, accompanied by 

VIOLENT EARTHQUAKES 
and the flare of dazzling flames. The crest 
of the smaller Bandai-San appeared to be 
lifted bodily upward, and then to fal! again 
with a tremendous noise. Then followed 
showers of red mud, mingled with large 
stones, spreading havoc around. Such was 
the nature of nearly ail the inatter erupted 
—red mud without small stones, but accom- 
panied occasionally by heavy rocks. Above 
the mud fell a few inches of ashes. In five 
villages, Iwase, Yososean, Wakomiya, 
Misato and Hibara, the greater part of the 
houses were buried toa depth of from seven 
to twenty feet.

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“ABRAHAM LINCOLN: A HISTORY.” 


This work, written by Messrs. Nico- 
lay and Hay, is intended undoubtedly 
to be the standard history of that great 
man and President. The writers held 
confidential official relations to Mr. 
Lincola during his entire Presidential 
term, and therefore have special facili- 
ties for performing the work they have 
undertaken. 

Mr. Lincoln was assassinated a little 
more than twenty-three years ago. The 
question 18, can a complete and impar- 
tial history be written so soon after his 
demise? If governed wholly by the 
experiences of the past and the 
opinions of the ablest historians, 
the question would be negatively 
answered. It is the general 
jdea that the best histories are those 
written long after, and in earlier ages, 
ceniuries subsequent to the occurrence 
of events and the retirement of the 
principal characters from the stage of 
action. That a writer bas a special 
means for knowing the facts of history 
has ever been recognized as a feature 
of importance, on the principle that 
his statement is primary and not sec- 
ondary evidence, but history is much 
broader and more comprehensive than 
biography, and in writing biography it 
is necessary to disclose the whole 
situation 
placed -in order to determine the 
strength and scope of his intellectual 
powers as well as the motives which 
animated him. While the statements 
of a writer holding close relations to a 
prominent actor as to occurrences 
which came under his observation are 
given great weight, still that rela- 
tion just the supposition that 
the writer ore or less biased in his 
feelings, and that he is prone to pre- 
sent conclusions at least from the 
standpoint of partiality. It is the pre- 
bare opinion that ar absolutely im- 
partial history cannot be written until 
the influence of antagonistic interests 
are removed and until prejudices 
which frequently continue for genera- 
tions entirely disappear. 

In most respects, completeness and 


accuracy are now quite easily attained, | 


and much more so than a few centuries 
ago, even. In the early historical ages, 
the evidences of facts were compara- 
tively meager. In those days espe- 
cialiy, time and research brought to 
light new facts and phases, apd au- 
thors, were able to present better his- 
tories than had been prepared by their 
predecessors, for the reason that they 
were more fully supplied with data, 
, od further removed from atl influences 
th. would improperly affect their 
jua., “ment. In these days, all public 
acts . “4 made matters of record, and 
the sa,vings and doings of prominent 
men, th Ough in private life, are pub- 
lished an'4 preserved by the press of 
the county: has been the cus- 
tom lately °0 write histories concur- 
rently with the transpiration of 
events. Hence, while the facilities for 
writing history Of late events are 
greater and more accessible, still the 
evidences are so much more valumin- 
ous, the labor in examination and the 
difficulty im sifting and adjudging are 
greatly increased. ‘Two records of the 
acts and events oi’ the late war ot the 
rebellion were ke,vt, and both are in 
the same custody. and can be ex- 
amined side by side. In addition’ t 
this many of the leadi.:g actors, in 
memoirs or otherwis®, have given in- 
formation as to the part taken by 
them, and their opinions on civil and 
military measures instituted during the 
most conspicuous period of Mr. 
Lincoln’s career. far as 
concerns facts there is no reason why 
a complete history can not be composed 
and also an accurate one so far as re- 
lates to its narrative feature. 

The impartiality of Messrs. Nicolay 
and Hay may not be conceded. Their 
relations to Mr. Lincoln will cause 
cautious readers to consider their de- 
lineations of his qualities and character 
with due allowance. There are his 
torians who are opinionatei and ex- 
press their bias ‘d views with pro'onged 
argumentation. Others content them: 
selves with statements of the tacts or 
evidences of facts, and leave the 
reader to draw his own conclu- 
sions. If Messrs. Nicolay and Hay do 
not belong distinctively to the latter 
class, they have nowhere thus far at- 
tempted to enforce their opinions with 
any vehemence or extended argument. 
Though their friendship for Mr. Lin- 
coln in his lifetime and their venera- 
tion for him since his death are not 
disguised, they have been quite suc- 
cessful in keeping it from bein® espec- 
— apparent in their writings. It is 
probably true that no author can draw 
an impartial picture of a great char- 
acter unless he is a neutral so far as 
sentiment and feeling are concerned, 
and the attitude of neutrality cannot 
be attained until interests and preju- 
dices have passed away, and the char- 
‘acter to be portrayed has been thor- 
oughly criticised and delineated by 
those occupying opposing standpoints. 

It is possible that no one at this time 
can portray Mr. Lincoln’s character 
from the position of a neutral, and 
while the generation which carried on 
the great struggle survives. There is 
this, however, which is perhaps excep- 
tional in his case. From the very 
qualities of the man he could not have 
had malignant personal enemies. 
Though political feeling ran high in 
the North, it ceased with the close of 
the campaign so far as it related to 
him, and though animosity was highly 
developed in the South and continued 
through the war, when Mr. Lincoln 
died, none of it which was personal to 
bim remained. Probably no man was 
ever sO much spoken and written 
of- within the short space of 
a quarter of a century after his 
death as Abraham Lincoln, and it has 
not been from one source, but from all 
sources, and all opinions and criticisms 
converge toward one result, that he 
was a man of extraordinary intel- 
lectual strength and of unbounded 
govdness of heart. The special friends 
of Mr. Lincoln can scarcely claim for 


% him more than will be conceded by his 


former political enemies and his late 
foes in war. 

Whatever may be the general char- 
acter of this work as a coutribution to 
ghe historical and literary treasures of 
the Nation, it has a peculiar value in 
the fact of its opportune publication at 
thistime. It is fortunate that in cor- 
responding months of this year the 
attention of the country is recalled to 
occurrences in the same months of 
1861. ‘The public mind has been in a 
condition to need reminders of the 
events that have transpired in the last 
third of a century, and to have recol- 
lections restored touching the great 
principles which prevailed and the 

orious achievements of the Nation 

uring that period. This _ histor 
brings us face to face again’ wit 
the struggles in which, through 
discttssion, the ballot, and sanguinary 
war the Republic was changed from a 
state-of partial to that of universal 
freedom. Again we realize the power 
of moral convictions in overthrowing, 
‘with ballot. and bayonet, a crime 
againet human nature, a barbarous

and defended by a mased judiciary and 
a disciplined regular army. 

It bad become necessary that the 
recollections of the country should be 
refreshed as to the infamous practices 
resorted to, and the bloody means em- 
ployed to thwart the constitutionally 
and fairly expressed will of the people, 


and to destroy the right of free 
ballot. We are informed again 
of the personal perfidy of men 


in high places that the cause of: public 
treason might be benefited. It enables 
us more clearly to see, after a lapse of 
27 years, how causeless and _ inde- 
fensible were secession and war, and 
how }xand was the patriotism which 
rose and smote perfidy and treason, 
and vindicated the principles of popular 
rule and of universal freedom. 

The surface appearances at the pres- 
ent time tend to mislead and deceive 
as to who was right inthe late war, 
and especially as to which side was 
successful. It is of the highest im- 
portance that the truth of history 
should be made known and preserved. 
The true issues’ involved’ in 
and the merits of the parties to the 
greatest of all conflicts should be 
handed down to posterity that they may 
follow the example and honor those 
who saved the Nation from disruption 
and free institutions from destruction. 
Messrs. Nicolay and Hay are doing a 
work that will correctly inform future 
generations, and which will counteract 
the effect of the work of suppression 
and falsification of facts which has 
been going on for the last three years. 

A knowledge of the facts of history 
and a recognition of their natural in- 
fluence are ‘necessary to progress. 
From 1856 to 1876 there were greater ad- 
vances made in the direction of free- 
dom and right principles than in any 
other equal yea during the Nation’s 
existence. It was accomplished by a 
wonderful development of indi- 
vidual independence and manliness, 
and of the public conscience. 

A nation should be often reminded 
of great characters and good principles. 
There is no such thing in human afiairs 
as standing still. Itis either forward 
or backward, progression or retro- 
gression, the former when —_— mem- 
ories are preserved, the latter when 
they are permitted to pass into ob- 
livion.

CONSISTENCY 1N THE TRAINING 
OF ,CHILDREN. 


Govern as Little as. Possible—When 
Commands Are Given Enforce 
Obedience — Appearances Not 
Always to Be HKelied Upon-A 
Family History. 


I was in a family some time ago, the 
father of which was a man of keen in- 
sight into character, with a nice sense 
of justice, and one of the best, yet ten- 
derest, diciplinarians that I have ever 
met. There was a family of four little 
girls and two older sons, children who 
were bright-witted, full of animal life 
and spirits, who loved and honored 
their father, and were straight-forward 
and open in their conduct toward him, 
but not equally so, always, in 
their retations to their mother. 
I could hardly understand this 
at first, but closer acquaintance 
with them made the reason thereof 
fully apparent. The mother was an 
inconsistent woman, punishing severely 
sometimes for the most trivial offenses 
if they chanced to occur when her 
‘“‘nerves”’ had got the better of her and 
she was not her own mistress, and 
ignoring at other times faults which 
should have been corrected. On this 
account the children never knew what 
to expect,and were as likely to be 
punished when they did not really de- 
serve it as when they did, therefore 
concealment of their little misdeeds, or 
of any accidental mischief for which 
they were responsible, was carefully 
studied. Thus they be to lose 
their respect for her, to disregard her 
authority and to feel themselves better 
judges of right and wrong than their 
mother. 

That mother was a good woman, but 
weak. She had never learned self- 
control. If suffering from ‘“nervous- 
ness,”’ as she sometimes did, and I do 
not doubt but that her nerves tortured 
her sometimes more than any in- 
quisitorial rack, she did not assay any 
self-restraint, and it seemed a relief 
to the throbbing nerves to visit the 
infliction of some punishment upon her 
children. Often she wou'd say: “I feel 

uilty because I punished Tom, or 

ggie, so severely this morning, but I 
was so nervosn it made me wild 
to have any one even speak to 
me. They did not do anything really 
wrong, and they wvuld speak occasion- 
= after I had bid them be stil!, but 
childlike I suppose that they forgot; 
yet I flew at them like a fury and 
whipped them as if they had been 
guilty ot the gravest fault. But I am 
all nerves, and I cannot controi myself 
I have one of my nervous at- 
tacks.” And this was the excuse for 
all the injustice done thos: little ones, 
and the sadness of it all was that she 
felt it sufficient to excuse her. 

I trembled for the future of those 
children, bnt as they grew older the 
influence of the father prevailed, and 
they were obedient not only to him but 
to their mother, and when she was 
Jaid in the grav: 1 heard them say: 
**Poor mother, I think she loved us and 
meant te do what was right for us, but 
she was © nerveus.”’ 

1t is a sad thing when children are 
thus called upon to excuse parental 
conduct. Under these circumstances 
there are not apt to be tender memor- 
ies, such as tend to restrain from evil 
“for mother’s sake.’ Parental for- 
bearance is as essential as filial obedi- 
ence. How carefully we should lead 
the tender feet over life’s rough places. 
How much wisdom is n to 
mete out properly both justice and 
mercy. Where fir 1ess exists in com- 
manding obedience, severity is not 
often required for securing it. When 
once the habit of obedience is fixed, as 
it may be before the child is 3 years 
old, but little trouble is experienced in 
the government of the child. But con- 
sistency in dealing with our children is 
essential. They are as quick to per- 
ceive an injustice done them as are 
Nature men and women. My heart 
rebels today against the only punish- 
ment which I recoilect of ever receiv- 
ing at my father’s hands, for an act, 
the objection to which I did not under- 
stand until I was older. My father 
waz usually wise, keen-sighted, justand 
tender, but in that one instance he did 
me an injustice, and every passion of 
my soul rebelled against it. Though I 
could not have been more than 4 or 5 

eurs old, I should like to have fought 

im, and shoull have done so could I 
have bad any hope of asuccessful issue 
on my part. I often smile now over 
the memory of my belligerent wrath, 
but it taught me a lesson in dealing 
with my own children, which I did not 
fail to remembez. Therefore,I say to 
parents, do not always judge your 
children by appearances. Study cir- 
cumstances and motives. It is 
the motiv: influencing the child, 
which determines the merit or 
the demerit of his -action, and there 
are often circumstances which greatly 
pailiate wrong which otherwise would 
be inexcusable. Sol say, do not pun- 
ish hastily; teach your children obedi- 
ence; study to be always just with 
them; govern as little as possible, and 
aim to secure their fullest confidence, 
their respect and affection. With that 
your children’s life will be bappy, and 
your home the center of your hopes.

Forms of Courage. 

“Few men possess all the various 
forms of courage,”’ writes Gen. Horace 
Porter in the Century. A dozen facts 
will occur to any _ reader illus- 
trative of the fact—the woman who 
killed the bear and then fainted; the 
sailor calm during a hurricane, 
neryous while riding on’ a railroad; 
and the hero who runs out of the room 
if a cat enters it. Gen. Porter tells 
several anecdotes which support his 
assertion: 

A locomotive engineer, whase 
“nerve” caused him to be selected 
when a fast ‘special’? was to be sent 
out, was afraid to go upstairs alone in 
the dark. Yet this man’s courage had 
been repeatedly displayed in appalling 
accidents. 

During three years of fighting an ofti- 
cer gained a reputation for marvelous 
courage by his indifference to shot and 
shell. Ascending a southern river on 
a steamboat, he was so afraid of torpe- 
does that he put on several life-pre- 
servers and remained at the stern of 
the boat, ready to jump into the water 
at the first sign of danger. 

Another officer of tried courage dure 
not encounter a cow or an ox. When- 
ever a drove of commissary’s cattle 
were met on the road he put a fence be- 
tween them and himself. In his child- 
hood be had been tossed by a cow, and 
the terrorizing effect of the shock never 
left him. 

Gen. Porter tells also of a cannoneer 
whose bravery while serving his gun 
was conspicuous in a dozen battles. At 
Chickamauga he was assigned to duty 
asa driver. Instead of participating 
in the excitement of loading and firin 
he had to sit quietly on his horse ama 
see the havoc created by the enemy’s
